Broom Corn. 

Good broom corn sells for 12(H) 
a ton, but there is not much 
broom corn, good or otherwise, 
being grown in Kentucky. In 
fact there is a scarcity of tie- 
first-class product everywhere 
which has been reflected in re- 
cent years in the high prices of 
brooms. 

Eederal census figures show 
that in lOOtt broom corn was 
grown on 1,041 farms in Ken- 
tucky, but the entire harvest a- 
rea amounted to only II42 acre-; 
and the entire product aggregat- 
ed only 157,2S0 pounds of th" 
value of about 114,000. A poun-l 
of broom corn seed will plant a- 
bout an acre of ground and th« 
cost of cultivation is uot heavy. 
Broom corn does not exhaust the 
soil, as the stalks are plowed un- 
der and thus enrich the land. 
The stalks also are in some de- 
mand for the making of paper 
pulp. — Courier- J u ma 1.

A correspondent of the Times 
p.VM some pointed reasons why 

i lie hirainf community surround- 

ingeyerv town should get l ehind 
the town and push its business 
interests, urging considering of 
what that would mean compared 
t<> patronizing mail order houses. 
If the town grows, land values 
grow all around it. If business 
men are compelled to reduce 
their stocks or go to other fields 
in order to get business, it is not 
the town only but the farming 
community that suffers. The 
question is asked, what personal 
interest is it to any one in that 
country to enrich the mail order 
houses? The money spent away 
from home is taken from the 
prosperity of the town, and just 
M directly from the prosperity of 
the country surrounding it. The 
writer declares that it is as much 
to the interest of every man who 
owns a farm in Powell county 
to keep Clay City flourishing as 
it is for the people inside the city 
to keep it nourishing. The con- 
i iiiiicd growtlt of a good town al- 
ways gives added value to all 
farm lands adjoiniug. The local 
merchant in a town is the friend 
and neighbor of the farmer. 
The mail order house is nothing 
of the kind, ami it cares nothing 
for the individual interests of the 
farmer except to get his money. 
The local merchant, besides bear- 
ing his share of taxes, is always 
assisting the churches and chari- 
ties of the community. No such 
help comes from mail order 
houses. The larger business that 
is given to the home merchant 
allows him to carry the larger 
stock and to sell at a smaller 
margin. To sacrifice your home 
town is to depreciate local real 
estate values aud retard the 
growth of values of both town 
and frarm property. The town' 
that seems prosperous and looks 
prosperous invites investment 
not only in the town, but in the 
locality, so that a stranger, look- 
ing for a location, becomes in- 
terested and a purchaser, while 
he would ordinarily leave the 
dead town and its surrouuding 
territory out of consideration.
